Bus Operators Code Provides 
94 Hour Maximum Week 


Washington, Aug. 1—Members 
of the National Association of 
Motor Bus Operators, meeting in 
Washington yesterday, whipped 
into final shape the trade code of 
the industry under the National 
|Industrial Recovery Act. Its 
formal presentation to the Recov- 
ery Administration is expected 
within the next few days. 

A minimum wage of $15 for a 
maximum average week of fifty- 
four hours is provided in the 
code, the other details of which 
have been withheld pending their 
submission to, and release by, the 
Recovery Administration. 

The average hour week pro- 
posed by the bus operators is 
considerably longer than that 
which the Administration has 





shown an inclination to approve 
in the past and doubt as to its 
acceptability is expressed here in 
advance of its formal presenta- 
tion. It exceeds by six hours the 
work week permitted in the retail 
trade code, the forty-eight-hour 


schedule of which is regarded as 
the maximum which will be per- 
mitted any group.

Detroit, Aug. 1.—The first meet- 
ing of the board of directors of 
the newly formed Automotive 
Parts and Equipment Manufac- 
turers was held here today in the 
offices of the association in the 
General Motors Bldg. A majority 
board was in attendance and the 
meeting was held behind closed 
doors. 

Discussion at the meeting cen- 
tered around a revision of the la- 
bor and wage provisions of the 
code which was prepared at the 
organization meeting last week 
with the object of bringing these 
provisions more in line with the 
ideas of the administration at 
Washington. No statement could 
be had before press time on any 
definite decisions that had been 
reached, 


June Exports Increase 

Washington, Aug. 1.—Exports 
of all automotive products from 
the United States for June in- 
creased 5.9 per cent as compared 
with the corresponding month of 
last year. 








Illinois july 
Sales Up 20% 
Top ae 46% 


Springfield, Aug. 1—New pass- 
enger car registrations in Illinois 
during July totaled 12,230 units, 
exceeding the total of 7,154 units 
in July last year by approxi- 
mately seventy per cent, accord- 
ing to a report issued today by 
the Robinson Service. This fig- 
ure also exceeds the June total 
this year of 8.348 units by about 
forty-six per cent. This is a com- 
plete reversal of seasonal trends 
and has increased dealer confi- 
dence throughout the state. 

Commercial car sales in July 
in Illinois made an even better 
showing than the passenger car 
sales, according to the Robinson 
report. Sales during July this 
year were placed at 1,814 units, 
against 709 units in the same 
month last year, a gain of 141 
per cent. 
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July Production 


RELIMINARY figures now 


available indicate a production | 


of motor vehicles in July in the 
neighborhood of 225,000 units. 
This compares with a total of 
260,645 for June, but reflects a 
gain over both July, 1932, 
July, 1931. In other words, we 
have now reached a point where 
the 1933 figures compare favor- 
ably with the same month in 
1930. 

The production during the past 
month ran only a trifle more than 
twenty-three per cent below the 
average for the past seven years 
—seven years of peaks and val- 
leys. As a result of the sustained 
output during July, the total of 
1,276,250 in the first seven months 
of this year already shows a gain 
of twenty-three per cent over the 
total of 1,031,732 in the same 
months in 1932, which puts the 
1933 figure within close range of 
the 1931 total at the same date. 

With the million and a quarter 
mark passed we feel inclined to 
speculate on what may be ex- 
pected during the remaining five 
months of the year. The fact that 
many of the sales during recent 
months have been made on a cash

Terms Defined 


I. The term “motor vehicles” as 
used herein means automobiles, in- 
eluding passenger cars, trucks, bus- 
and other commercial vehicles 
for use on the highway. 

The term “automobile industry” 
as used herein includes the manu- 
facturing and assembling within the 
United States of motor vehicles and 
bodies therefor and of component 
and repair parts and accessories by 
manufacturers or assemblies. of 
motor vehicles. 

The term “chamber” as used here- 
in means the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, a trade as- 
sociation having its office at 366 
Madison Ave., New York City. 

The term “employees” as used 
herein means all persons employed 
in the conduct of such operations. 

The terms “employers” as used 
herein means all persons, partner- 
ships, associations and corporations 
in the automobile industry by whom 
such employees are employed. 

The term “effective date” as used 
herein means the tenth day after 
this code shall have been approved 
by the President of the United 
States.

Labor Provisions 


VI. As required by section 7 
(A) of Title 1 of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act, the following 
provisions effective until the expir- 
ation date are conditions of this 


(A)—That employees shall have 
the right to organize and bargain 
through representatives 
of their own choosing, and shall be 
free from the interference, restraint, 
or coercion of employers of labor, 
or their agents, in the designation 
of such representatives or in self- 
|organization or in other concerted 
| activities for the purpose of collec- 
| tive bargaining or other mutual aid 
or protection; (2) that no employee 
and no one seeking employment 
shall be required as a condition of 
|employment to join any company 
union or to refrain from joining, 
organizing, or assisting a labor or- 
ganization of his own choosing; and 
(3) that employers shall comply 
with the maximum hours of labor, 
minimum rates of pay, and other 
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conditions of employment, approved 
or prescribed by the President. 

In accordance with the foregoing 
provisions, the employers in the 
automobile industry propose to con- 
tinue the open shop policy hereto- 
fore followed and under which un- 
usually satisfactory and harmonious 
relations with employees have been 


| maintained, 


The selection, retention and ad- 
vancement of employees will be on 
the basis of individual merit with- 
out regard to their affiliation or 
non-affiliation with any labor or 
other organization. 

VII. As required by section 10 
(B) of Title I of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act, the following 
provisions is contained in this code: 

The President may from time to 
time cancel or modify any order, 
approval, license, rule or regulation 
issued under this title. 

Modifications Not Approved 

VIII. By presenting this code, the 
Chamber and others assenting here- 
to are not consenting to any modi- 
fications thereof and each reserves 
the right to object individually or 
jointly to any modified code. 

IX. It is contemplated that sup- 
plementary provisions or amend- 
ments of this code or additional 
codes applicable to the automobile 
industry or various’ subdivisions 
thereof may from time to time be 
submitted in behalf of the automo- 
bile industry or various subdivisions 
thereof for the approval of the 
President.

Chrysler Corp. 
Shows Net Gain 


New York, Aug. 1.—The Chrys- 
ler Corp. added its name to the 
growing list of American corpora- 
tions testifying—through sharply 
improved earnings statements—to 
the general business recovery of 
the country. 

Swinging into the second quar- 
ter of this year with the handicap 
of a $3,038,082 loss for the first 
three months, the corporation 
reeled off a net profit of $7,785,616 
for the quarter ended June 30, 
1933, equivalent to $1.80 per share 
on the common stock. 

This compares with a net profit 
of $1,186,052, or 27 cents per share, 
for the second quarter of 1932. 

Announcement was also made 
of the declaration of a special 
dividend of 50 cents per share on 
the common stock, payable Sep- 
tember 15 to stockholders of 
record August 15. The last previ- 
ous payment was 25 cents cover- 
ing the quarter ended December 
31, 1932. 

Thus for the first six months of | 
this year the corporation was able 
to absorb not only the loss of the | 
first quarter, but show a net profit | 
of $4,747,534, equal to $1.10 per| 
share on the capital stock, as 
compared with a net loss of 
$880,432 in the first half of 1932. | 

Total sales for the first half of
